(Chap. 15. p. 119. 1.8.) and then advi- 


{ed him to wait till next Colledge day, | 


and there give his attendance 3- which 
he accordingly did , and was then de- 
terred to another opportunity, by rea- 


ſon the Colledge was then ingaged in ' 
private buſineſs (viz. Making New Sta- | 


rutes ( N-, 8, 16.) of Excluſion) and 
no publick buſineſs would at that time 
be entred on 5 heattended again and 
again , and was ſtill deferred : During 
theſe delays the private buſineſs 1s et- 
fected , and the New Statutes of Ex- 
cluſion are made and promulgated in 
the Theatre , September 28.

The Reader will find no ſuch Rank 
or Degree inſtituted either in the Old 
or New Statutes, but was at firſt ho- 
neſtly and juſtly diſpenſed with about 
the year 1660, for thoſe who thorow 
the iniquity of the times, were force4 
from the Univerſities, and fo could 
not orderly take their Degrees at 
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9 
home ; but were compelled to take 
them abroad 1n Foreign Univerſities, 
and were therefore numbred among 
the Honorarics ( Chap. 12. p. 91, 92. } 
viz. the Kings , Queens , and Princes 
Phyſicians ; that ſothey might be re- 
ſtored to their Semority and Standing: 
but have ſince been continued and 
perverted to the detriment of our U- 
niverſities, and the ſcandal of the Col- 
ledge ,- by admitting all foreign De- 
grees, Or any elſe (without Examinati- 
on for money, 80 or 100 /.) into an Or- 
der , which the Statutes have not or- 
daincd.

C which we preſcribe to be obſerved in our 
Meetings ) not duly obſerved ; whoe- 
ver ſhall offend, may be puniſhed at the 
pleaſure of the Preſident or Pro-Preſe- 
dent and Cenſors. 

But if the Preſident ſhall commit any 
thing againſt the Statutes, I:t him be 
admoniſh'd by the Conſiliari: or Ajſiſt- 
ants, before the Fellows in our Meetings, 
but not puniſhed , unleſs for ſome grie- 
vous Crime , ſuch as is robbery or waſtc- 
ing the goods of the (olledge , and the 
like , ſo adjudged by the greater part of 
the Fellows, among whom we will that 
there be four of the Eledors ; who 
together with the rejt ſhail vive their 
judgement on that matter. 
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So much we attribute to the Honour 
and Authority of the Preſident. 


Let none reveal or divulge any thivg 
of any moment that is ſaid in the Col- 
ledge , wnder the penalty of Ten fhil- 
ling s. 

No Collegue fhall by name accuſe ano- 
ther either of ignorance or ill prad ice, cr 
any villany , or ignominious crime , 0r 
publickly reproach any of the Colledge.
